G e nt l e m e n — At your request 
I have made a thorough examina­ 
tion of the condition of the Broad­ 
way school building in your city 
and beg leave to submit the follow­ 
ing report: 
The ma*n bui’ding, erected some 
thirty-five jedrs ago, is in bad con­ 
dition, and immediate steps should 
be taken to insure its safety. 
The cast wad, especially, has 
settled greatly and it out of plumb, 
and this condition is owing pri­ 
marily to the faulty construction of 
the foundation, where tbe wa^er 
table is, in some places, rot suffi 
ciently deep to receive the brick 
wall above, and in other places ex­ 
tending only from one to two 
inches under the brick,and in every 
place where I was enabled to ex­ 
amine it the backing up was of 
sprawls, thrown in loosely and 
without mortar. 
The consequence is that the first 
•tory walls have buckled inwardly 
and every brick in outside head 
course is broken and the bond en- 
( 
tirely destroyed in the portion of 
I 
tke wall where it was possible to 
make examination. 
The range work under the water 
table is from four to six inches 
thick, with the stone set on edge 
and backed up same as the water 
table. 
The walls c l the outer pa- 
Tilion or north front are badly 
sprung and have settled away from 
the building, and the second story 
p^^tion of same is considerably out 
of plumb, and very little more set 
f element will cause it to be abso 
lutely unsafe. 
The same general conditions pre­ 
vail throughout the balance of the 
building, but not as yet to the same 
N extent as here enumerated. 
The steps that are now being 
taken to strengthen the building 
may allow it te be used for a short 
; 
while, but it is only a matter of 
I time, and a very short time, unti 
t the building will be in an abso­ 
lutely unsafe condition. 
' 
This is o^ing, in part, to the 
f tmsy and fauDy construction, and 
also to the fact that the building 
has outlived its usefulness. 
I consider every dollar put into 
repairs as so much money thrown 
away.

whifc turkeys. 
Everything outside the premises 
was in perfect order, and the 80 
acres belonging to the farm seemed 
in every way well cared for. 
A 
fine garden provides-plenty of veg­ 
etables for the use of the large fam 
ily, both summer and winter. This 
year, also, there are plenty of fine 
apples. 
A kind welcome was given us 
by Mrs. Hatton, wife of the super­ 
intendent, who, although not aware 
of our coming, showed os through 
all the rooms of the home, intro­ 
ducing us to the nineteen inmates 
now the guests of Pettis county. 
Everything was in order, immac­ 
ulately clean, and eveiyone seemed 
happy and contented. 
In the short space of a newspa 
per article each ore can not be 
spoken of separately, but some 
need especial mention : 
In a large 
airy room sat a man in a wheel 
chair, paralyzed from the waist 
down.

words regarding the Payne wo­ 
men. 
While they were talking to­ 
gether Policeman Johnson arrested 
a colored man for disorderly con­ 
duct and took a revolver out of his 
pocket. 
A part of the crowd in 
the saloon followed the policeman 
and his prisoner to the calaboose, 
among them being Parker and 
Thompson. 
After the* prisoner was locked 
up, Thompson and Parker went to 
a saloon on West Main street and 
from there to the north side. 
The 
two men renewed their quarrel 
over Susie Payne at the corner of 
Moniteau 
and Jefferson streets, 
both being under the influence of 
drink. 
The outcome of their trou­ 
ble was Thompson’s assault upon 
Parker with a knife- 
Parker got away from his assail­ 
ant and ran east on Jefferson street 
to North Ohio, and south on that 
tkoroughfare to the Missouri Pa­ 
cific tracks, 
where he fell on the 
platform, exhausted from the loss 
of blood. 
From Jefferson street to 
the Missouri Pacific track he left a 
trail of blood fully an inch wide, 
and his clothing was completely 
saturated with the life blood. 
The weapon 
was plied with 
murderous intent. 
Thompson cut 
Parker in three places, one a scalp 
wound,another a slight puncture of 
the skin on the right side of the 
neck, and the third and perhaps 
fatal wound in the left side of the 
neck, just under the chin. 
The 
latter wound was a peculiar one. 
The knife blade passed within an 
eighth of an inch of the carotid 
artery, severing a large vein in the 
throat. 
Hr. W. G. Cowan, the city phy­ 
sician, was summoned and had the 
wounded man removed to engine 
hou-e No. 2, 
where he drested 
Parker’s wounds. 
The surge )Q was of the op'nion 
that Paikir’s wounds were not 
necessarily 
fatal, all 
depioding 
upon his vitality to survive t le 
great lo^ s of blood which he had 
sustained.

The 
Campanile a 
Feature Peculiar to 
Christian Architecture. 
The camp anile, or bell tower, of 
St. Mark’s at Venice, which col­ 
lap sed recently , was one of the finest 
sp ecimens of that form of 
Italian 
architecture, as it was also one of the 
oldest. Its'CTeetion was bogun about 
the hegiiiiuiig oi the tenth, and com­ 
p leted up to the bi’liry about the mid­ 
dle of the twell'tli eeniurj. 
The 
belfry was added by liarbolomeo 
Bruno in 1517. I'hc materials used 
in its construction were brick and 
marble, say s tbe Sy racuse Herald. 
The camp anile is a feature 
p e­ 
culiar 
to 
(Jhristian architecture, 
Christians alone using the bell 
to 
summon the p eop le to worship . For 
its- int roduet ion and devi’lojiment we 
have to thank the l.ombard archi­ 
tects of the north of Italy . 
The tallest eamjianile is the one a t 
Cremona, which is 59 0 feet 
high. 
The finest one is that designed by 
Gicotto m 1551 for the cathedral of 
Florence. It is entirely veneered 
with black, red and white marble, 
and is dividlaI into live stages. Other 
good exam])les of church camp anOe 
are found at Verona, Modena, CrT- 
mona, Parma and Pisa. The one at 
the last named p lace is p robably the 
most widely known of any , being the 
far-famed ''leaning tower of Pisa.” 
This was begun in 1174, and its in­ 
clined p ortion, although not antici­ 
p ated, was seen to be inevitable 
after it had been built up but 35 feet, 
one side having settled. As tlie work 
p rogressed, howiom*, Uh* 
1c\els were 
altered, so that the center of gravity 
was kep t within the ba>e. There are 
several other camp anile that incline 
from the same cause, two of the most 
noticeable ones being the Carisendi 
and Asineili towers at Holoiigna. 
The camp anile in design is very 
tall and thin in ]» roj)ortion to 
its 
height. 
It never has buttresses, is 
usually square in p lan and in most 
cases rises from base to summit with­ 
out 1)reak. I'he faces are divided ver- 
ticalJy by flat p ila.=ters and horizon­ 
tally by string courses, arcades or 
windows. 
The op enings generally 
increase in number with the height 
of the stage. Many of the finest ex­ 
amp les have op enings at the top only .

It 
cost originally $ 11,000, and it p roba­ 
bly could not now be dup licated for 
half as much again, say s the Phila­ 
delp hia Press 
The timep iece was con.structed at 
the Kew observatory , London, and 
the movement alone 
is 
valued at 
$ 1,20.0. 
It is the case, however, 
w'hich makes the watch the most 
ornate thar has ever been seen in 
this city . 
This is of 18 -carat fine­ 
ness and the gold alone w’eighs 
100 
p enny weight. Circling each side are 
28 one-carat diamonds, making 56 
in all. 
The stones are p erfectly 
matched, a fact which adde consid­ 
erably to their value. 
On the back 
is a monogram, in w hich 9 8 small 
brilliants are used. 
The story of the watch and how 
it reached a p awmshop is as follows: 
In the later 8 0s there came to New 
York from the west a maii 
with 
ideas. 
Just a t that time thcv con- 
cerned an airship . 
The 
airship , 
wffiich w^as built here under his su­ 
p ervision, by failing to go up show ed 
clearly wffiere his ideas w^ere. So he 
wisely decided to bring them dowm 
to the ground, and, taking a hint 
from the then p revailing craze, set 
himself to work on p lans for a motor 
cy cle. 
When he wás satisfied that his in­ 
vention w*as p erfected he sought a 
larger field, went to London and p ut 
his machine on the market. Its suc­ 
cess was p henomenal and 
within 
thr ee year s the inventor had made 
more than a quarter of a million dol­ 
lars. 
For no ap p arent reason, excep t the 
very English one that one would 
least exp ect to find them there, cy ­ 
cles and motor cy cles in Great Brit­ 
ain are largely handled by the jew­ 
elers of the United Kingdom.
